ed by William M Neff, 60-year-old 
Shippensburg salesman. 
In the

simply stated that Riggeal had died 
from injuries he received by being 
struck by tile coupe being operated 
bv Neff 
The verdict quoted a wil­ 
lies 
who had testified to a state­ 
ment attributed to NGT on the eve­ 
ning of the accident in which the 
driver had said he wax blinded by 
the lights of an approaching car.

Inquest Conducted at Scene 
The coroner's probe was conduct­

scious and badly hurt, instructed 
Neff to go to the Charles Mundorff 
home nearby 
and 
call an am bu­ 
lance and police.

Shultz indicated a point, agreed 
upon also by later witnesses, along 
the north side of the road where 
he had found Riggeal’s body.

Honor Indian Who 
Sold Land to Penns 


Boxwood Barrier 


By Blanche Smith Ferguson 


A classic column once adorning 
the old Pennsylvania state capitol 
at 
Harrisburg now stands 
as a 
monument to an Indian chief along 
traffic route 54 near Antes Fort. 
Lycoming county. 
The monument commemorates a 
treaty conference held in Philadel­ 
phia September 13, 1700, at which 
’lie Susquehanna Indians confirmed 
sale of central Pennsylvania to the 
Penn family. 
The Indians received 
English goods, and in turn present­ 
ed the Penns with “fine parcells of 
skinns.” 
This conference substantiated a 
lease of January 12, 1696. in which 
Thomas Dongan, then governor of 
New York, conveyed to the Penns 
the Indian title to the land of the 
Susquehanna region. 
The 
rental 
was a “pepper corn" annually. 
The monument, erected to the 
memory of Widaagh, Sachem of the 
Susquehannocks, bears the following 
inscription. 
“W. I. Daagh, King of 
Susquehanna Indians, Whose wig­ 
wam was located here, Executed 
treaty with William Penn September 
13. 
1700. 
Conveying Susquehanna 
river and Lands adjacent in consid­ 
eration of a parcel of English goods. 
Erected September 13. 1900."
